In exercise of the powers conferred by section 28 of the Major Port Trusts Act, 1963 (38 of 1963) and with the approval of the 
Central Government under section 124(1) ibid the Board of Trustees of the Port of Bombay hereby make the following regulations far¬ 
ther to amend the Bombay Port Trust Employees (Recruitment, Seniority and Promotion) Regulations, 1977, namely :— 

1. (1) Short title and commencement These Regulations may be called the Bombay Port Trust Employees (Recruitment, Seniorty 
and Promotion) Amendment Regulations, 1984. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date on which the approval of the Central Government is published in the Official Gazette.
